1. (Currently Amended) A protective Tabric substrate for protection agtiinsl puncture, penetration 
and/or ballistics comprising: 

a plurality of warp yams densely interwoven with a plurality of fill yarns; wherein the 
denier of the fill yam is at leas^ equal to equal or greater than the denier of the warp yam, at l e aat 
aome^'sttid yams comprise staple fiber, and at least one of warp and fill directions has greater 
than 70 ends per inch. 




2. (Canceled) 

. (Previously Amended) The protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 1 wherein the denier 
pf the fill yarn is at least 1.5 times gi'eater than the denier of the warp yam. 

4. (Previously Amended) The protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 1 said staple fibers 
comprising stretch broken fibers.

6. (Currently Amended) A protective fabric substrate for protection against punctvurc, penetration 
and/or baUistics comprising: 

a plurality of warp yams densely interwoven with a plurality of fill yarns; wherein a warp 
crimp is greater than a fill crhnp; and wherein a denier of the fill yam is equal or greater than the 
denier of the warp yam, at l e ast som e of said yarns comprise staple fiber, and at least one of warp 
and fill directions has greater than 70 ends per inch. 

7. (Original) The protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 6 wherein the warp crimp is at 
least five times greater than the fill crimp. 

8. (Original) llie protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 6 wherein the 1111 yarn denier is 
at least 1.5 times greater than the warp yam denier. 
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9. (Canceled) 




10, (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 1 wherein the warp yams per inch is 
greater than the fill yams per inch. 

1 1 . (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 10 wherein the warp yams per inch is at 
least 1.5 limes the fill yarns per inch. 

12, (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 6 wherein tlie warp yarn^s per inch is 
^greater lhan the fill yarns per inch. 

13, (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 12 wherein ihe warp yarns per inch is at 
least 1 .5 times the fill yarns per inch. 

14. (Original) The protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 1 fuither including a repeatedly 
interrupted coating of epoxy resin material providing flexure points to the fabric substrate at the 
ai'eas of interruption. 

15. (Original) The protective fabric substrate as claimed in claim 6 fijither including a repeatedly 
interrupted coating of epoxy resin material providing flexure points to the fabric substrate at the 
areas of interruption.

17. (Original) The protective fabric substrate ol' claim 1, said yams comprising fiber with tenacity 
greater than 1 0 grams per denier. 

1 8. (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 17, said yarns comprising liber with 
tenacity greater tlnan 1 5 grams per denier. 
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19. (Original) The proieclive fabric substrate of claim 1, said staple fiber comprising staple 
filaments of denier less than 1 .5. 




20. (Original) The pmteciivc fabric substrate of claim L said staple, fiber comprising filament 
lengths of about I J inches. 



21. (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim J, said staple fiber comprising filament 
lengths of greater than 1.5 inches. 

22. (Original) The protective fabric substrate of claim 1, said yam comprising staple yam of at 
least 100 denier. 
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
